American AUairs. 



The fow gontlomen in oar raidst 
■who still cling to tbo absurd idea that 
England will shortly sell this Colony 
to tho Americano will road with fool- 
ings of Biiiall oatistaction tho resolu. 
tion that Mr Congressman Waahburne 
introduced into tho Amorican Ilouso 
of Eepreeontativoa and which has just, 
boon passed. Mr Washburnc, it would 
Boom, does not rolish tho plentiful crop 
of icebergs and Polar boars that Mr 
Soward rcapod last spring in .Russian 
America. Ho is disposotl, however, to 
mako tho best of a bad bargain in that 
oaso, but gives " Donmaik and all tho 
reBt of tho world" to understand that 
Congroes will obligato itself to pay for 
no moro narvosta of such doubtful 
advantago. This resolution rends 
somewhat liko tho advortisomont of a 
business houso cautioning all persons 
not to trust on account of tho firm a 
fcrmor confidential clerk of whoso in- 
capacity or dishones'y they huvo just 
bocomo assured. Mr Washburno ovi- 
dontly has no confidence in Mr Sows 
ard's shrowdness as a speculator in 
real estate, Tho roferonco to Denmark 
is intended to iuform that power that 
the United States doos not want to 
buy Baraana or St. Thomas; that if 
they have sowed greenbacks and iron- 
clads in .Russian Amoriea and reapod 
a largo crop of icoborgs and wuN 
russos, it is no reason why thoy should 
consent to plant $7,500,000 in 
gold in the Tropics for the 
purpose of harvesting tho chief pro* 
duotions of tho&o islands, viz : torna- 
doos, earthquakes and yellow fover. 
And nature soeras to agreo with Mr 
"Washburno, for the telegraph informs 
ua that tho island has lately boon 
convulsed by an earthquake, its chief 
towns destroyed aud tho pooplo ro* 
duced to beggary, so that a moro 
empty shell remains to be handod over 
to tho new purchasers — that is sup- 
posing Congress should finally 
conaont to ratify tho bargain. Tho 
truth is, Mr Seward is running this 
speculative fever of his "into the 
ground." It has become a hobby — 
an idioMynO'acy with him to add to 
the already gigantic possessions of 
hia country, lie is evidently anxious 
that each now acquisi'ion shall bo 
ccuDtod as anothor monument to tho 
wisdom and statocraft of tho Sjgo of 
Auburn ; but tho American people 
bavo bocome wearied of erecting such 
costly piles to tho overweening vanity 
of their Premier. So tho House, altor 
giving a fair warning to foreign na- 
tions not to trust Mr Seward on their 
account, will quietly shut oil' tho sup- 
plies and loixx •< Hon mark and all the 

root of tbo world " to sue jh o 1 

on account ot unfulfilled contraots. 

Wo have always onlortainod a bi 
respect for the charae'er and ability of 
Androw Jnhnson. Ho was a Union 
man in Tennessoo, when his State 
wont over to the rebels, lie denounc- 
ed Secession until his former friends 
and neighbors drovo him with curses 
from thoir midst and forced his wife 
and children to fly for relugo to tho 
mountains. Ilo opposed Secession 
then bocauso tho rebels had a oonstN 
tutional road open to them for redress 
had they chosen to follow it; and ho 
opposes liadicalinm tOoday for tho 
reason that tho members of that party 
in their cagornoss to reconstruct 
tho South have trampled under- 
foot tho very constitution that 
they and Mr Johnson fought to 
maintain three years ago. Tho North 
went to war with tho South to con- 
vince that section that it could not 
loavo tho Union ; and when tho South 
had bocomo oonvinced by foreiblo argu- 
ments of that melauoholy fact, tbo 
Worth suddenly all'ecicd to discover 
that tho South was really out of the 
Union, and bavo since legislated in 
accordance with that view. For a time 
tho iiadicals carried the country witli 
them and won evory election ; but 
latterly a great chun^o has passed over 
tho JMorthora Stutos. Tho constitu- 
tionalists havo unexpectedly triumph- 
ed. Tho Pall olectious rosultod in the 
discomfuuro of tho Radicals, and tho 
Prosident in his last message to Con- 
gross (iloliverod six dsya ago) boldly 
throws down tho gauntlet beloro that 
body. Ilo doclaroa thoir reconstruc- 
tion policy a failure; advisos that all 
moasuros all'octing tho status of tho 
Southern Statos Lo repealed ; boldly 
arguos that ne^roos aro unfitted ior 
solf-govornmont ; denounces an Act 
which prevents him turning out dia- 
honost servants ; urges a return to 



specie payment, and defiantly points 
to tho result of the late oloctions as a 
grand endorsement of his polioy and 
a condemnation of that of Congress. 
This message must be a bitter pill for 
Congress to swallow. It shows 
i hat Mr Johnson — undeterred by tbo 
threats of Eadioal buUioa to iuipeaoh 
him — will do bis duty and rely on 
tho country for support and protoction 
in tho end.

They oordiolly dis- 
like Mr Johnson, but thoy droad an overt act 
that may plunge tho country into a state ol 
anarchy and coniusion similar to that of 
Mexico. Tho Conservatives of tho Repub- 
licans may therefore ho induced to vote with 
the Democrats, and thus etuve off impeacbv 
ment during tho present Bosaion, Should 
impeachment fail, Mr Johoson will quietly 
clog ull tho Radical reconstruction measures, 
declare tho Southern States in the Union 
with the same rights as they were before the 
war (with the exception that slavery baviog 
been abolished with the consent of two-lbirds 
of the Stutes is extiDd), and order new eloc- 
tiooa to be held upon tho basis of while 
i-uUrugo. This course will incense the blacks 
and their Radicul friends, resistance on their 
pari will be offered and civil war may aga U 
break out. Should impeachment be carried, 
Mr Johnson will throw himsell upon tho army 
and navy for protection and reluse to recog- 
nize. Congress as a constitutional body. So. 
let the question bo deoided as it may, there 
is a gloomy prospect ahead for tho Great 
Republic.

A New Trade, 

[From tho N. Y., Journal of Commerce,] 

Scientific research nnd intell gonb in- 
vestigation aro constantly ndding now 
fulistnnces to thorn; already orcognized ns 
possessing a mercutitilo value. Within a 
few months a new textile has been iui- 
nounced, bnt a more recent discovery 
promises practical, results not only im- 
mediate, but having an important bearing 
upon various interests. A species of 
sponge (not tho ordinary sponge of com- 
merce, but grass sponge heretofore 
considered useless), which grows in ex- 
haustless quantities among the coral for- 
mations of tho Bahama islands and on 
tho coast of Mexico and Florida, is ascer- 
tained to bo exactly suited to a largo va'« 
iety of mechanical purposes, and is destin- 
ed to entei largely into domestic consump- 
tion. It grows in every shallosv water, 
and ho-jco requires no skill or labor for its 
production. 

^Although the peculiar properties of 
this vegetable growth were unknown until 
a recent period, vessels are leaving Now 
York aud Boston regularly to obtain 
cur.'Oes. and the substance, as prepared 
by machinery at the factory in Birming- 
ham, Conn., is iu demand for bedding 
and upholstering purposes fur beyond the 
means now at command for its supply . 
As a substitute for curled hair mid 
feathers, which were becoming too expen- 
sive for any except the opulent classes, it 
serins complete. Henceforth the poor 
man can throw away his bed of straw, 
and ut a moderate expense provide him- 
self with a place of rest as soft tint] luxuri- 
ous as those more favored with worldly 
goods. 

The newly discovered sponge grows in a 
i-criiggly form among the corals of the sea 
shore, and is gathered by the natives of 
the Bahamas, and delivered dry at a cer- 
tain price per po'Jiid, payable in mer- 
chandize at tho various places of deposit. 
A schooner belonging to the New York 
Elastic Spongo Manufacturing Company 
loit this city last week on her fourth trip; 
and another belonging to the American 
Patent Sponge Company, of Boston, left 
at the same time — the latt r company 
paying a royalty to the former. Each 
vessel brings from 80.000 to 100,000 lbs., 
compressed into bales by machinery. To 
render this substauco merchantable, the 
first process is to put it into what paper 
manufacturers call a "stuff engine," where 
it is out, washed and freed from caleure 
ous matter and other impurities. It is 
afterwards passed through a series of rub- 
ber rollers, saturated with glycerine 
( which preserves its natural elasticity), 
and is then seasoned in ovens, and baled. 
A single inch will expand to twelve times 
its compressed bulk. Thus prepared, tho 
sponge is free from all forms of insect lite, 
never packs, is not liable to decay, and is 
much softer and more elastic than other 
materials which it seems to displace — at 
least to a certain extent. One pound is 
considered equivalent to one and a half or 
two of either feathers or hair, and its 
cost is comparatively small. For carri- 
ago upholstery, car seats, church cushions, 
mattrasses, *c. , sponge is already in ex- 
tensive use, and is highly commended. 

As a new commodity, furnishing em- 
ployment for skill and labor, star'iug new 
processes iu machinery, and especially as 
affording to all classes additional means 
comfort without a corresponding tux upon 
pecuniary resources, the discovery thus 
announced possesses no little commercial 
importance.
